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Mardi  Gras  Indians  Rule  Uptown

Those  of  you  who  were  taken  by  the  spirit  at  the  Boarding  House  will 
know  what  I'm  talking  about.  Still  others  will  carry  with  them  an  indelible 
vision  from  the  Monterey  Fairgrounds.  And  there  are  those  who'll  be  talking  for 
years  to  come  about  the  version  of  "Brother  John"  that  country  KFAT  captured 
at  Keystone  Berkeley. 

Let  me  tell  you  about  the  Wild  Tchoupitoulas,  the  cause  of  all  this 
commotion.  They  are  a  band  of  Mardi  Gras  Indians  from  New  Orleans,  a.k.a. 
the  Neville  Brothers,  who  were  joined  by  their  uncle  (Big  Chief  Jolly ) 
George  Landry  for  an  unprecedented  excursion  to  Northern  California. 
Jimmy  Lyons  invited  them  to  appear  at  the  Monterey  Jazz  Festival,  and 
David  Allen  presented  them  at  his  Boarding  House,  along  with  the  legendary 
Professor  Longhair.  Then,  the  Wild  Tchoupitoulas,  the  Neville  Brothers  Band, 
and  Clarence  "Gatemouth"  Brown  made  one  final  appearance  at  Keystone 
Berkeley.  All  three  performances,  fortunately,  were  broadcast  over  KJAZ, 
KSAN,  and  KFAT,  respectively. 

"What  is  going  on  at  the  Boarding  House,"  wrote  John  Wasserman  in  the 
SF  Chronicle,  "is  no  less  than  a  historic  event.  It  brings  together  on  the  same 
stage  not  only  a  group  of  spectacularly  proficient  musicians,  not  only  a  living 
legend,  not  only  the  roots  of  rock  and  roll,  but  a  wonderful  show." 

Let  me  testify  to  that.   I  showed  up  at  the  Boarding  House  on  Saturday 
night,  September  24,  with  a  group  of  fourteen  friends,  all  of  whom  were 
intimately  acquainted  with  the  group's  first  and  thus  far  only  album  (Island 
I  LPS  9360).  We  were  completely  unrestrained  in  our  appreciation  for  this 
remarkable  music.  We  were  mad  with  joy,  and  in  the  true  sense  of  the  idiom, 
we  created  a  scene.   In  our  spirit  of  enjoyment  and  participation  we  were  one 


with  the  Tchoupitoulas,  and  once,  in  a  particularly  giddy  moment.  I  sensed 
that  maybe  we  were  the  Wild  Tchoupitoulas  pretending  to  be  us. 

Wasserman's  review,  in  fact,  talked  about  us  as  much  as  he  did  about  the 
music.  "It  was  so  much  fun,"  he  wrote,  "that  I  stopped  pretending  to  be  a 
critic  and  consequently  I  have  no  desire  to  unlimber  any  profound  analysis,  but 
I  can  tell  you  this:   as  music,  as  roots,  and  as  fun,  it  was  a  heady  event.  The 
two-hour  set  flew  like  an  eagle,  snapped,  crackled,  and  popped. 

"When  the  Nevilles  returned  with  Big  Chief  Jolly-all  the  principals . 
now  adorned  in  rainbow  costumes  of  exploding  feathered  headdresses  and 
elaborate  Mardi  Gras  accoutrements  -ihe  place  went  cuckoo.   Do  yourself  a 
favor.  This  is  what  it's  all  about." 

Because  many  of  you  may  be  still  unsure  of  the  relationships  between 
Indians,  black  people,  and  New  Orleans  Mardi  Gras,  I  dug  around  in  my  library 
for  some  descriptions  of  the  real  events  played  out  on  the  streets  "early  in  the 
morning  on  Mardi  Gras  day."  The  first  comes  from  Harold  Courlander, 
writing  in  Negro  Folk  Music  USA : 

The  New  Orleans  Mardi  Gras  has  many  of  the  characteristics  of 
Mardi  Gras  in  the  French  and  Spanish  speaking  areas  of  the 
Caribbean.  Just  as  Haiti,  for  example,  has  its  Mardi  Gras  bands  of 
"wild  men,"  "cannibals,"  and  "demons,"  black  New  Orleans  has  its 
"Zulus,"  its  "wild  men,"  and  its  various  "Indian  tribes"  -  the  Golden 
Golden  Blades,  Cheyennes,  Blue  Eagles,  Black  Eagles,  White  Eagles, 
and  Yellow  Pocahontas. 

According  to  information  gathered  by  the  Louisiana  Writers'  Project, 
the  Zulus  seem  to  have  appeared  on  the  scene  about  1910,  though 
some  of  the  Indians  were  evident  much  earlier.  All  of  the  Indians 
specialize  in  pantomime,  dancing,  and  war-whooping.  Ornate 
costumes,  an  elaborate  body  of  protocol  between  various  tribes  on 
the  march,  feathered  scouts  or  spies  roaming  the  streets  to  warn  of 
the  coming  of  other  bands,  and  chanting  and  singing  provide  a 
tremendous  scene  of  make  believe. 

The  songs  sung  by  the  tribes  appear  to  be  largely  ad-libbed,  with  a 
standard  choral  response  —  "Tu-way-pa-ka-way"  —  which  is 
reminiscent  of  traditional  black  singing.  This  responsive  phrase 
gives  the  Indian  songs  their  "authentic"  character,  though  its 
meaning  seems  to  be  unknown.  Some  informants  have  vouched 
that  it  is  "Indian  language,"  though  the  probability  is  that  it  is 
corrupted  Creole. 

In  1956,  Samuel  Charters  recorded  for  Folkways  three  Mardi  Gras  Indian 
songs,  which  appeared  on  Volume  One  of  "The  Music  of  New  Orleans:  The 
Music  of  the  Streets  and  Mardi  Gras."  The  singers,  unaccompanied,  were  drawn 
from  the  2nd  Ward  Hunters,  the  3rd  Ward  Terrors,  and  the  White  Eagles. 
Charters  has  this  to  say  about  the  tribes: 

The  Indians  are  loosely  organized  clubs  of  younger  men  that  parade 
on  Mardi  Gras  day,  and  present  an  annual  dance  on  St.  Joseph's  Eve, 
usually  held  at  San  Jacinto  hall  on  Dumaine  Street.  Anyone  that 
can  afford  to  rent  one  of  the  costumes  can  join  one  tribe  or  another, 
and  there  is  no  real  year-round  activity. 

The  average  age  is  from  about  18  to  25,  but  there  are  a  few  older 
men  in  some  of  the  better  known  tribes.  They  have  in  common  a 
group  of  songs  that  have  been  a  part  of  the  Mardi  Gras  tradition  for 
generations  and  a  group  of  costumes  that  are  rented  from  shops 
along  Dryades  Street.  The  costumes  are  fantastically  ornate,  with 
great  gaudy,  sequined  jackets,  headdresses  two  or  three  feet  high, 
trains  of  dyed  feathers  reaching  to  the  ground.  Most  of  the  men 
paint  their  faces  and  bodies. 

At  dawn,  Mardi  Gras  day,  the  tribes  are  out  on  the  streets  searching 
for  each  other,  but  by  afternoon  the  Indians  are  wandering  the 
streets  in  groups  of  two  or  three,  surrounded  by  honorary  princesses 
and  enthusiastic  tambourine  players,  each  group  a  drunken  joyous 
parade  in  itself. 

It  was  clear  from  the  performances  that  I  heard  on  radio  and  saw  in 
person  that  the  Neville  Brothers  and  their  uncle  were  participating  in  a  wonderful 
myth  that  was  partially  their  creation  (George  Landry  wrote  many  of  the  Wild 
Tchoupitoulas'  songs)  and  partially  the  fascination  with  bizarre  ways  that  many 
New  Orleans  blacks  have  had  since  the  late  eighteenth  century. 

But  in  contrast  to  what  Charters  heard  in  1956,  Indian  Mardi  Gras  music 
can  be  tremendously  sophisticated  and  infinitly  powerful,  especially  when

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Report 

to  the  Listener 


As  I  approach  the  task  of  preparing  this  monthly  report  to 
the  KPFA  listening  audience,  I  am  pleased  with  the  thought 
that  there  are  so  many  things  to  be  shared  with  you. 

On  September  30,  the  station  ended  its  fiscal  year  with  no  extra 
extraordinary  debts  to  be  carried  over  into  the  fiscal  year,  1978. 
As  soon  as  the  books  are  closed,  detailed  information  will  be 
made  available  to  you. 

During  the  past  year,  the  KPFA  staff  voted  to  unionize  and 
sought  representation  through  the  United  Electrical  Radio 
and  Machine  Workers  of  America  (UE).  A  contract  has  been  negotiated  bet- 
ween the  union  and  the  Pacifica  Foundation  which  should  keep  the  station 
on  a  much  more  stable  footing. 

October  14  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Minithon.  At  this  writing, 
we  were  running  about  a  day  behind  our  financial  goal  but  the  pace  is  quick- 
ening and  the  whole  staff  has  determined  that  we  will  make  the  goal. 

On  other  fronts,  our  ongoing  project  to  build  a  new  control  room,  Con- 
trol I,  is  to  be  completed  in  four  months.  Within  the  next  couple  of  months, 
I  expect  that  we  will  be  able  to  give  you  a  firm  date  and  some  information 
about  what  this  facility  will  add  to  the  quality  of  the  KPFA  sound  and  work- 
ing conditions  at  the  station.  We  have  also  mounted  a  campaign  to  decorate 
the  station.  At  this  point,  we  are  seeking  expertise  and  equipment.  This  is 
an  important  project  because  the  working  environment  does  not  complement 
the  effort. 

November  1  marks  the  beginning  of  our  new  program  schedule.  1  think  you 
will  find  that  the  station  will  be  a  little  easier  to  listen  to  because  of  the  way 
programming  has  been  rearranged.  This  Folio  reflects  all  of  the  changes  of 
schedule.  Please  write  and  give  us  your  opinion. 

In  general,  things  are  going  well  within  KPFA.  Thanks  for  your  continued 
support  and  keep  in  touch. 
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Please  send  your  address  changes;  KPFA  must  pay  25tf  for  each  Folio  returned. 

KPFA  exchanges  mailing  lists  with  other  organizations  to  increase 
our  subscribership.

Most  of  the  listeners  to  Third  World 
News  Bureau  programming  are  aware  that 
we've  been  broadcasting  live  from  our 
East  Oakland  facility  for  the  past  year  and 
a  half.

The  Third  World  News  Bureau  is  a 
project  of  the  Community  Information 
Network,  a  non-profit  corporation 
formed  earlier  this  year.  The  Bureau  has 
negotiated  and  agreed  with  the  Pacifica 
Foundation  and  KPFA  a  programming 
contract  which  should  be  signed  by  the 
time  this  article  reaches  you.  With  the 
programming  changes  underway  at  KPFA 
and  the  contract  agreement,  the  Bureau 
has  geared  up  for  the  presentation  of 
Talking  Drums,  Monday  through  Friday 
from  9:45  to  10:00pm.  This  program  over 
the  week  will  have  all  the  components  of 
the  Third  World  News  which  will  no  longer 
be  broadcast  on  Wednesday  from  5:00  to 
6:00pm.  We  have  some  interesting  addi- 
tions to  our  new  nightly  program.   You 


can  expect  local,  national  and  international 
news  relevent  to  Third  World  Communities, 
as  well  as  features  like  African  and  Latin 
American  News  summary,  Body  and  Soul, 
reviews  and  so  on.  The  Bureau  will,  in 
addition  produce  a  documentary  each 
month  to  be  aired  during  one  of  the  slots 
from  noon  to  1  pm.  The  first  documentary 
presented  by  the  Third  World  News  Bureau 
under  the  new  programming  format  at 

KPFA  will  be  aired  November  1 7  from 
12  to  1  pm;see  page

I  asked  her  if  she  played  the  piano  as 
a  lead-in  to  talking  about  her  compositions 
and  in  line  with  her  talking  about  all  the 
instruments  she  had  learned  for  her 
recordings.   But,  I  suppose  it  is  a  dumb 
question  after  all. 

My  apologies  if  you  were  offended - 
I  intended  nothing  of  the  sort.  Carla  Bley 
is,  to  me,  one  of  the  most  important 
composers  and  musicians  of  today.  I 
would  hope  that  hearing  her  speak  for 
herself  was  better  than  our  talking  about 
her  ourselves-this  was  Focus  on  Women 
Composers'  intent,  anyway.

As  this  type  of  program  is  my 
first  love,  I  could  only  ask  for  lots  more. 
High  spots  include:   anything  with  Chris 
Strachwitz,  Tom  Mazolini,  Ray  Ecklund, 
Larry  and  Jane,  Miles  and  Miles  of  Texas, 
the  Bluegrass  Festival,  and  the  Blues 
Festival.  At  first  these  comprised  all  my 
KPFA  listening,  but  since  then  I  have 
discovered  Folk  Music  from  Near  and 
Far  Out,  Andy's  Auto  Clinic  of  the  Air. 
and  even  some  of  the  "just  talk  shows." 

I  can  appreciate  your  continuing  need 
for  funds.

I  am  already  a  sub- 
scriber, so  use  the  bread,  perhaps,  for  a 
prisoner  subscription,  or  wherever  it  will 
do  the  most  good.  Also,  as  proprietor  of 
Smokey  Joe's  Cafe,  I  donate  dinner  for 
two,  not  including  tip  (waiters  have  to  live 
too)  and  I'll  pick  up  the  tax.  Hope  this 
proves  helpful.  As  we  forge  ahead,  may 
we  encourage,  enjoy  and  create  in  an 
ongoing  process,  not  only  Traditional 
American  Music;  but  the  music  of  all 
times,  all  people,  all  life.  In  closing  I 
quote  the  proverb:  "God  likes  me  when 
I  work,  but  he  loves  me  when  I  sing."

THE  SARGE 

Rolando  Bcnavidez 

Every  time  we  had  to  go  out  in  the  field  the  Sarge  was  full  of  God.  He 
had  told  us  never  to  worry  out  there  because  God  was  with  us.  Then  he  would 
take  a  long  swallow  of  God  from  his  flask,  wipe  his  mouth  with  his  sleeve, 
and  tell  us  to  "Murder  those  fuckin'  slant-eyed,  yellow  bastards." 

"Not  just  the  ol'  ones,"  he  would  yell.  "God  says  ya  gotta  get  the  little 
ones  too,  because  if  you  don't,  they'll  carry  on  where  the  old  ones  left  off." 

One  day  we  were  ordered  to  pacify  a  small  village  that  was  suspected  of 
harboring  some  VC.  When  we  went  out,  the  Sarge  was  so  full  of  God  that  me 
and  Gabe  had  to  hold  him  up  between  us. 

He  slowed  us  down  a  lot,  and  when  we  finally  reached  the  village  we 
found  that  most  of  the  pacification  had  taken  place.  More  than  half  the  huts 
had  been  pacified  and  the  stench  of  burning  bodies  was  so  thick  that  I  let  go 
of  the  Sarge  and  started  to  get  sick.  I  wasn't  the  only  one.  Gabe  had  let  go 
of  the  Sarge  and  was  vomiting  too.  The  Sarge  looked  at  us  and  called  us 
cowards,  then  turned  and  stumbled  close  to  the  middle  of  the  village  before 
he  fell  on  his  knees. 

He  was  still  on  his  knees  when  a  young  woman  ran  out  of,a  burning  hut, 
screaming.  She  was  naked  and  her  back  was  on  fire.  There  were  two  babies 
in  her  arms.  One  was  shrieking  very,  very  loud  because  its  legs  were  on  fire. 
The  other  one  was  quiet  and  looked  like  it  was  feeding  on  one  of  the 
woman's  breasts. 

She  came  running  and  screaming  straight  for  the  Sarge.  He  brought  his 
rifle  up  and  waited  till  she  was  about  five  feet  from  him  before  he  pulled 
his  trigger. 

She  flew  back  like  she  had  been  hit  by  a  car,  and  the  babies  landed  on 
the  black  ground  in  front  of  the  Sarge.   He  pointed  his  rifle  to  the  one  that  was 
on  fire  and  shot  it.  Then  he  pointed  to  the  other  one  who  wasn't  even  crying. 
It  was  just  kicking  its  little  legs  in  the  air.  He  stayed  pointing  for  about 
30  seconds,  then  he  slowly  let  the  rifle  down,  looked  up  to  the  sky  and  started 
screaming.   He  just  screamed.  To  me  it  sounded  like  "Aaahhhhh!"  But  I 
wasn't  sure.  Gabe  said  it  was  "Goooodddd!" 

Whatever  it  was  he  screamed,  we  never  found-out.  Because  when  he  quit 
screaming  he  put  the  barrel  of  the  rifle  in  his  mouth  and  blew  the  top  of 
his  head  off.

powered  by  hot  R&B  outfit.  In  the  case  of  the  lp  (released  in  1976),  and  in  the 
the  case  of  the  recent  performances,  this  is  due  to  the  involvement  of  the  Neville 
brothers  in  their  new  band  (they  were  formerly  the  major  portion  of  the  Meters) 
and  their  interest  in  the  heritage  carried  forward  by  their  uncle.  On  their  own, 
or  playing  the  Wild  Tchoupitoulas,  the  Neville  brothers  are  admirable  performers. 


After  witnessing  their  Monterey  show,  Joel  Selvin  was  moved  to  write  in  the 
Chronicle  that  "with  all  four  brothers  singing  harmony,  the  vocal  blend  is 
nothing  short  of  astounding." 

However,  the  Nevilles  are  not  the  only  Tchoupitoulas  besides  George  Landry. 
The  record,  in  fact,  does  not  feature  any  of  the  brothers  singing  (they  provide  the 
instrumental  backup)  and  yet  it's  a  stone  masterpiece.  For  the  recording  session, 
Landry  was  joined  by  Carl  Christmas,  Booker  Washington,  Norman  Bell,  and 
Amos  Landry,  and  from  the  look  of  their  costumes  it  seems  they  were 
Tchoupitoulas  longer  than  the  Nevilles.  Their  recording  efforts  were  very  well 
received,  such  as  in  this  review  in  the  Village  Voice,  written  by  Robert  Christgau: 

Here  we  have  eight  songs  about  dressing  up  in  Indian  costume  on 
Mardi  Gras;  many  of  them  are  also  about  fighting  with  other 
Indians.  You've  probably  heard  the  New  Orleans  nonsense  patois 
before,  and  maybe  the  irresistible  melodic  elements  too,  although 
I  can't  tell  anymore,  because  I've  played  this  "derivative,"  "limited," 
"repetitive"  record  so  many  times  it  sounds  like  where  they  all 
started  (which  it  may  be). 

For  a  while,  I  believed  side  two  inferior,  but  eventually  a  longing 
for  "Big  Chief  Got  a  Golden  Crown"  set  in  and  now  I  perfer  it  for 
listening.  Side  one  is  the  best  non-  (or  anti-)  disco  dance  music  in 
years  -  it  had  folks  who'd  never  heard  it  before  shouting  "Indians 
here  they  come!"  at  a  30th  birthday  party.  Allen  Toussaint  pro- 
duced, the  Nevilles  played,  and  mighty  kootie  fiyo. 

Most  of  the  songs  we  heard  in  California  came  from  the  album.  Those  that 
were  "new"  were  longtime  New  Orleans  standbys,  such  as  "Iko-Iko"  and  "Little 
Liza  Jane."  At  one  point  in  the  Boarding  House  concert  I  witnessed,  I  realized 
that  the  Tchoupitoulas  had  made  full  transitions  (as  opposed  to  the  transitions 
in  a  "medley")  from  "Meet  the  Boys  on  the  Battlefront"  into  "Iko-Iko"  and 
"Little  Liza  Jane."  Not  one  of  the  three  was  given  less  than  full  treatment  -  a 
trick  that  in  the  rock  world  only  the  Grateful  Dead  seem  to  know  how 
to  pull  off. 

For  many  of  my  friends,  the  principal  focus  in  going  to  hear  the 
Tchoupitoulas  was  participating  in  the  call  and  response.  After  a  year  of 
listening  to  the  record  we  knew,  of  course,  most  of  the  words,  and  were  able  to 
shout  "uptown  rulers"  or  "hoon-don-day"  or  "t'ro  'em  in  de  rivo"  in  the 
traditional  way.  Thankfully,  our  favorite  songs  were  included  in  their  road 
repetoire  -  including  "Brother  John"  and  "Meet  the  Boys  on  the  Battlefront." 

Except  for  perhaps  two  or  three  songs  in  the  space  of  the  ten  days,  the 
Wild  Tchoupitoulas  sang  exclusively  about  what  it  was  like  to  be  Mardi  Gras 
Indians.  Herewith,  some  of  the  featured  aspects: 

Indians  don 't  kneel  down  (not  on  the  ground). 
They  're  the  uptown  rulers. 
Don 't  nobody  bow,  don 't  nobody  run. 
Make  jock-a-mo  findo  hondo  in  the  morning. 
Wild  Tchoupitoulas  got  'em  some. 

Landry  managed  to  coalesce  most  of  the  myth  in  his  most  memorable 
song,  "Meet  the  Boys  on  the  Battlefront,"  in  which  the  refrain  is:  "Well,  de 
Wild  Tchoupitoulas  gonna  stomp  some  rump."  A  few  of  his  couplets 
bear  repeating: 

Mardi  Gras  morning  won 't  be  long 
Gonna  play  Indians,  gonna  carry  on. 
Maskers  running  up  and  down  the  avenue 
Here  come  the  Indians,  let  'em  through. 

I'm  an  Indian  ruler  from  the  1 3th  ward 
Blood  shief-a-oona  an '  I  won 't  be  barred. 
I  walked  through  fire  and  I  swam  through  mud 
Snatched  the  feathers  from  an  eagle 
Drank  panther  blood. 

I  bring  my  gang  all  over  town 

Drink  fire  water  till  the  sun  go  down. 

Get  back  home  we  're  gonna  kneel  and  pray 

We  had  some  fun  on  the  holiday.  , 

The  ritual  of  dancing  to  this  hot,  explosive  music  (rivaled  in  vocal  strength 
by,  perhaps,  only  the  Persuasions)  is  carried  out  by  mysterious  titles  such  as 
"flag  boy  "  and  "spy  boy.  "  Other  bands  of  Indians,  such  as  the  Wild  Magnolias 
(who  cut  a  distinctly  inferior  record  in  1974)  have  bizarre  nicknames  for  a 
similar  purpose.  In  any  case,  the  intimidating,  brash  dancing  I  saw  at  the 
Boarding  House  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  performance  as  the  music  itself. 

The  artistry  of  the  Wild  Tchoupitoulas  convinced  me  once  again  hos 
possible  it  is  to  deliver  authentic  American  customs  into  the  present  day,  in  a 
totally  honest  fashion.  Hopefully,  there'll  be  more  west  coast  performances,  and 
please,  at  least  one  more  great  record!  Perhaps  we  should  all  petition  SF  producer 
David  Rubinson  (who  took  such  an  interest  in  their  music  during  the  just- 
completed  tour)  to  make  more  of  this  music  available  -  and  so  bring  out  the 
nascent  Wild  Tchoupitoulas  in  so  many  more  of  us.
